CONDENSED HISTORY Of THE KENTUCKY DERBY 



CRACK COLT BEATEN BY POOR RIDING. BUT 
$20,000 IS REFUSED FOR HIM. 

Pleasant Weather Attracts a Bi(c Crowd to Pimlico 
— Dufran Rides Three Winners — ^First Dis- 
qualification of the Meeting. 



BHltiiin^n*. Md.. April .'JO. — Statesman, the Kinle.v 
Mack y«>".UM»ld that has be<*n liaihMl as a iham- 

piou by h<»ih I;<a-s4*men and rac*e-K<>ers alike, met his 
first defeat of the seas<ni in tlM* UeiMUMt Handieap. 
the feature raee <vf the card offere<l at rimlie«* this 
afteriMMUi. Statesman was asked to «ive away all the 
way from eiuht to twi*nty-fo»n- |M»uiids. and the task 
proved t«M> ^reat for him. While defi^alial. he was 
ny no iiieHiis disgraeed and with a l»etter rider than 
I'pton in the saddle, the result inislit have l»een 
tlifi'erent. Ib*sides bein« messed ainait. the eolt 
was jiimptMl on just as they were makiii}; the first 
turn and after the raee a slight eut on the ristit hind 
lKK*k showed where some horse had struck him. The 
raee pn>ve<l a MUissitional one from start to finish, 
the early pa«v beiiis fast and as the field passerl the 
winning mark, the first thrt'e horses were noses 
apart. Ituffan's finish on the winner. Ju«Kler. was 
the h<>st that he has made in many a day. 

Tire attendance was auain large, the pheasant 
weather bringing out a large crowd. Foiir fuv«irites 
won and Dugan ro<le three winners. whi«*Ji iiuMiiit 
long lines at the lavers' Imxes after the races, 
.lockey ixeverich Pale his first winner at the meet 
ing when he < apture<l the second rac<* with Takahira 
and he followed it up by winning the ehvsing race 
with K1 Oro. The latter, which is a full broth<*r 
to K1 Itorado. show«‘d a tine turu of spt*ed and won 
with ridicnlous ease. 

Before the races today K. E. Gardner turned <h»wn 
an offer of $20.tt00 for Statesman. Richard Miller, 
trainer for I’hil I>wTer. made the off«*r. It is said 
that he was negotiating for Charles Dwyer, who is 
anxious to secure tb<* colt. 

The first <Ks«iuallfication of the meeting came 
with the running of the third race, in whirii Wltch- 
iitg Hour was set back for fouling in the stretch. 
SIm* swervrMl over to the inside and crowded Momen- 
tum against tlie fence. 'Fae change in placing 
gave third numey to t'unning. .Jo<-key Rightmin*. 
wlio had the mount on Witching Hour, was sus- 
iKMided for three days by the stewards. 

Jame.s McLaughlin ami .\uios Turney will ship 
thoir stabks from here direct to T«>ronto at the clos*. 
<»f the meeting, and will campaign their stables on 
th«* i'anadian tracks until the opening of the J<ara- 
P*ga meeting.

I/onisville. Ky.. -\pril .'»<►. — Jtdin Walters, who 
trains for GiH>rge Hendrie. iias engaged ioekev Tap- 
lin to ride .Miiliael .\iigelo in tlie Deriw. Tapiin 
weighs ninety-two |k>uiu1s and is in splendid eomii- 
tion. He says tlicit he expects to h*ad all oth<*r 
riders liere just as he did «mi tlie «*oast. This lM»y 
will ri'lc all of H. G. Bnlwell’s horses here and the 
Colorado man has hy far the foivmost stable here. 
It eonsists of Ibm Knrbpie. .\ee of Diamonds. rir«‘- 
Iwll. tJypsy King. Keep Moving. Little Kiss. Mad 
man. Xadzn. Pajaroita. Kilver StiM*king. Tony Faust. 
Tom Hayward, .1. C. Core and Kleiner Vogel. Bedw4*ll 
prolrablv will make no entries for the first three 
days of tl*e meeting. The staldc liad a hard trio 
from California, l»eing delayeil twelve hours on 
route. However, all shipped w»*ll. 

'Plm Murphy, who resides at Danville. Ky.. ami 
who has the distinetion of having witne.ssed every 
on»‘ of tlie thirty-four Kentueky Derhys. is coming 
Mfunhiy to see. as he thinks. l?.is last Derby. His 
healfli in his seventy-seeiuid year is failing, and he 
feels that he will be under tbe turf wlien tlie iM'.xt 
one Is dei'bled. Murphy l»elong^ t<i the old guard 
of horsemen. His Imst horse was Kghart. 

Colonel .M. J. Winn said tonight that if Moiulay 
ia a favmaldc day he expe<*ts to sec tin* greatest 
erowd at CImrcliill Iboviis tliat has ev<*r witnessed 
the Derby. IL* .says that mdablcs from New York. 
Chicago. Cincinnati. Lexington. Nashville. .Memidiis 
and New Drh*ans will l*e in attendance. As for 
Kentucky, he says the best p»*o|de in the state will 
be tuesenl. While the Derby always atlraets so- 
ciety. he says this element will he more prominent 
than ever this time.

Lc'xingtoii. Ky.. April oO.— “We have had a gcMsl 
nic*c*ting. a lK'ttc»r uic>etiiig than many of us ex- 
pc*cted. have* niaclc* a little* iiionc*.v aiicl have clc*moii- 
stratc*d elc*ar!y c*nough. I think, that racing can sur- 
vive* witlnmt liookiiiakers.” said Overton H. Chen 
anil, one of the* exc*c*utive coniniittc‘e of the Ken 
tnc-ky AsscH'iatioii. “but we made a mistake* in not 
charging c*ntranc*e fc‘c*s to all rac*c*s. I have can- 
vassc*cl the horsc'ineu prc*tty tlKiroughly during this 
inc*etlng on this snbjc*ct and 1 find that the* majoritv 
of tlic*m are in favor of the c‘iitraiic‘c* plan. For 

instai'c?e it glvc*s thc*in more to run for: it has a 
tc*ncb*ney to prevc*nt the* starting cif a hors** inc*rely 
for the* purpetse c»f education or c|ualific*atioii. i.s senne* 
of llic*m <*all it; it naturally c*urtails tin* fields, 
keeping out tin* hor.sc*s that have in» <*liaiice and 
Ic ssc*niiig tlic! danger of injury to the lM*tttH- onc*s 
tlirctugh crowcling at tlie r>^»st and jaiiiining around 
tin* turns. Altc>gc?thc*r It would. I am oc*rtain. pro- 
duce* lM*tte*r rac'ing. To my mind the* very lw*st race 
is that betwe*e*n two horse*s e»f e*epial. or ver.v nearly 
e*c|iial. epialities. and the next be*st raen* is lK*lwe*eii 
three* horse*s of tbe same* general epialitie*s as to 
spe*(Ml and stamina. I never really enjoy a race that 
has more* than half a ele»ze*n starters, anel I know 
many otln*rs who an* similarly constituted. I like 
tee watch eve*ry horse* in the race, but that is iin- 
)M*ssible wh«Te there is a fie*lel of a doze*n or so 
jamiiiiiig. croweling or stringing out for an eighth 
of a mile. 

“We* bad this inatte*r up at tin* directors’ nu*eting 
at wlii<-li we* de*cide*d uim)ii plans for the me‘e‘ting. 
but the* majority of the dire*e-tors were* opiMiseel to 
adooting tlie entratic'e fe*e plan at this time*. Some* 
of (lie*m. r(*Hlizing tliat tlie fiiiaiieial sne*e*ess of oiir 
inee*tiiig ele*pended in greater rae*asiire* on the* amount 
of niom*y wagertnl through the auctions and the iiiii- 
tncls. were* of the notion that the* enrtaih*d fields 
would e*«use* a dt*ciease in the aggregate of the* mone*y 
wagered. This is a mistaken view. A study of the 
lM*ttitig as re|>orte*d race* hy rae*e in the form e*harts 
will slieew that the volume of meMie*y gcM*s to two 
or three he»rs»*s in eu«‘h rae*e*. no ni:ilte‘r wliut tin* 
size e»f the* fiedel, I hcMiesfly lH*lie*ve* that the* lie‘tting 
venilel he leettcr with e*nrtHih*el fie*hls of in*arl.v eepnil 
iiorse*s. .\notlie*r thing, a horse that isn’t worth 
paying eiitrane*e on isn't worth having at a ine‘e*ring 
and the man who has such a horse is better off if tbe 
eutrauce will keeu him out oC races."

I.eeniatus. .Io«» Cotton. Be*ii All. Spe*kane. Rlle.v. Kingman, Halnia. Bon Brush. Typheeoii II.. Plaudit. Lien 
t**n*int (iiliseai. ,\IIaii-M-I)ule and Kir Huem all having been wonders of speed and endurance.

Departing for Louisville.

Like the Kentucky Derb.v. the Kentucky Oaks was first run in 1875 and. like tlie Derby, was tlien at 
llic prorcr distance of a mile and a half. In its first running it fell to the Vandal filly. Viniagrette. and 
next to her was a very tine, but singularly unlucky filly, by Australian, named Gyptis. It was generally 
Iwr tale to finisli seeoiid. no matter wliat her opiMisitieii. .\iiiong its winners was Kd Cm-iigan’s Mmlosiv. 
V. liicb sid»s«*«|ueiitl.v eaine up to Cliicago and won tbe first .\iiM*rlean Derby. Other fillies niiieli distingnislied 
as racers tliat carried off tbe Oaks were Lucy May, Lizzie Dwver, Fba-imort*. English Ladv. Monrovia. 
KonlHe. Wiiite Frost, Crocket, Rush. Lady Kchorr, .\udionce and King’s Daughter. The record of the race 
since IRSti Is as follows:

Minoru, whb-ii won the Eiig- 
lisli Two Tliousaml Guineas last Weilnesday. is a 
bay colt l»y C.vllciie tsire of Cl<*ero. wliicb won the 
Derb.v of P.MI5>. out of Mother Kiogel. He started 
sev(*n times last .vear and was iilaccd on every occa- 
sion except in Ills last H|)i»carance. in tlic Chestei field 
Stakes at Derb.v. where, with lls iKMiiids up. Briolet. 
ltl.3 pounds, was first. Battb* Axe. 126. seeond and 
llte. 111. third. 

.Minoru’s first apiM*aranee was in the Great Surrey 
Foal Stakes, which lie won. He tlu*n ran .second, a 
scant length behind lamviers. in the Cov»*ntry Stakes 
at Ascot, and sn|iplenioiit(‘d this by finisliing seeond 
ill the July Stakes, a neck beliiml Buttle Axe. iMdh 
lurrying 126 iKiiimls. 

In the Hopeful Stakes at Newmarket, carrying 
128 pounds, he was third to Glasgcrion, I’JS. ami

“The great .surprise of tin* race was the poor 
showing made b.v .Mr. Fairic’s iiiiiM atcii Bayarib*. 
whi<*li was rhblcii b.v the American jockey. Danny 
.Maher. 'Pin* Maiiton-traimd colt- was so biglilv 
thought of that mlds of 1.3 to .s were laid on his 
winning, hut it was sixm seen tliat tlicy were not 
in the least justified, for 4ic cracked up after going 
six furlongs, ami dropped away h<>p»*lessly lK*aten. 

“I’ln; favorite’s defeat was din* more to lack of 
copdition tlian anything else, for In tin* paddock jirior 
to the race, he struck me as being fat. Imt whatever 
was tin* cause of his downfall. tln*rc is no gainsaying 
tlie fact that Mlnoiu is a g«HMl colt aiul he certainly 
won in the st.vb* of one. 

“It Is to Ih* hoiK*d he will go on the right wa.v 
lM*twi*en now and Epsom, for after t«Hla.v's iH*rforni- 
ance hopes will ron high that tiie king will earr.v 
off the Derby with him. If tills comes li» pjiss It 
will 1 m* the first time that the bine riblM»n of tin* 
turf has fallen to his majesty since he a.s4*emled the 
throne. .\s tin* Prince of Wales lie won tin* popular 
laee at Epwmi twice, with Persimmon in 1MM> ami 
Dianioml Jubilee, the horsi* which also wmi the 
Guineas in liHip. 

“Tin* ivsnlt of the Two Thousand race naturally 
cMUscil a big change to 1m* maile in tin* Derby bet- 
ting, for tin* king s colt advam-cd from 7 to 1 to 'J 
to 1. while Bayardo receded from 2 lo 1 to 15 to 1. 

“So far tills season tlie king has won in round 
figures $45.(HK) ill stakes. Tliis is a remarkably goo*l 
lM*giiiniiig, especially when nimpared with his last 
v(*ar’s winnings, which anioiiiit4*d to .*i littb* b*ss tlu'ii 
$’27..56(>. His majesty’s records during his gmul years 
as a race liorsi* owner are $1 l.5,U(N> in P.mni, .875.i>:;ii 
in 1S97. ami .1 ;i:Jimmki in 1S96. 

“.Snnsliiue and sovereigns were showered tin* 
Newmarket race tr.nck. It was a very imiKirtaiit 
nn*eting, hecansi* in one rm*e there was a oiirse <»i 
$25.(!(JO. That is almost as big In England as an 
inva«ling army. 

“Wlim*ver picked out sites for race tracks in Eng- 
land diid m*t consult I»ndoners at all, Tliey are uoc 
handy, ami railroads are n*al wliim*rs. 

“Newmarket is off in an easterly «lirecti«m. ’Po 
get to it .vou go tbmiigh a lot of land that VK»ks 
like a clnmk of Illinois grafted- on to tin* Rriti.^li 
Islands. It is nice, prett.v and fertile. .Ml it lacks 
to fill out its illusion of the middle west are emu 
ticM.*». 

“It is away over near tlie east coast, is New- 
inark<*t. and if aiiylMMly gave it a hard push it wouM 
Ik* off the map and into somi*lMKly’s o«*ean. 

“(If course, there was not a very large crowd at 
the races when it coim*s to paying $5 f4»r niilnvol 
fare. I'rowds are sli.v. even tlMoigh tlie king's 
horses and .Viiierican horses are a tt met Ions.
